David Cluff Sr. was born 20 June 1795 in Nottingham, Rockingham, New Hampshire, 

His ancestors were pioneers in the wilds of the New World coming to America with the 
first New England Colonists, While a youth David, with his family and parents moved 
into Sastern Canada; for 22 years they tried to convert the wilderness into fruitful 
fields, He returned to the United States to fight in the War of 1812 then went back 
to Canada, where at the age of 29 he married Betsey or Elizabeth Hall. They had 11 
sons and one daughter, He later married Hannah Chapman who bore him cne son who was 
raised by David and Betsey. i

David was a shipbuilder and house carpenter by trade and worked at the Durham, 
New Hampshire Wharf, later becoming an all around cagpenter, In the year 1830 he be- 
came interested in the "Mormon" church through Martin Harris. David was seeking truth 
and was interested in the history of the inkabitants of the American Continent. He was 
a ready convert and joined the Saints at Kirtland, following them West to the Rocky 
Mountains, working on the Kirtland and Nauvoo Temples, He and family arrived 3 Oct 
1850 in Salt Lake City and after Semi-Annual Conference they went to Provo to live, 
They lived in the "Log Fort" until they were able to build homes in the surrounding 
area, 


David was very desirous that his sons unite their efforts in financial interests
